To  Ike  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report.  This  document  is 
the  thirty-fifth  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children 
attending  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  County  Borough. 

In  view  ol  the  need  for  extreme  economy  in  the  use  of  paper 
the  Report  is  again  confined  to  essential  statistical  tables  and 
to  details  ol  the  principal  changes  in  the  Service  due  to  war-time 
conditions. 

Depletion  ol  medical  staff  again  made  it  impossible  with  a 
lev  exceptions  to  pay  more  than  one  visit  to  each  school  during 
the  year  lor  the  purpose  of  medical  inspection.  New  entrants  to 
school  received  full  routine  medical  examination  and  the  other 
children  in  attendance  were  given  a  rapid  survey  carried  out  in  the 
light  of  previous  routine  medical  inspections.  "  Children  found  to 
require  treatment  were  referred  to  private  practitioners  or  to  the 
appropriate  School  Clinics  and  where  indicated  were  followed  up  to 
ascertain  that  the  treatment  recommended  was  obtained.  In 
accordance  with  the  Board  of  Education  Circular  No.  1604  which 
was  issued  on  the  28th  August,  1942,  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  full  routine  inspection  of  children  in  the  “  Leaver  ”  Age 
Group  and  as  suggested  by  the  Board  this  examination  was 
arranged  to  take  place  in  the  last  year  of  school  life. 

The  medical  examination  and  treatment  of  the  children 
attending  Secondary  Schools  in  the  reception  areas  was  carried 
out  as  previously  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  area  concerned. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  again  showed  a  marked  increase 
during  1942  and  the  clinic  at  Itehen  Secondary  School  and  the 
Shirley  Slipper  Baths  were  utilised  to  augment  the  existing 
facilities  at  Mount  Pleasant  Central  Clinic  and  West  Quay 
Disinfecting  Station. 
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During  the  year  2,801  patients  received  treatment  at  the 
centres. 

The  routine  cleanliness  examinations  were  arranged  to  take 
place  at  the  commencement  of  each  term  and  all  the  elementary 
school  children  were  examined  by  the  Health  Visitors.  All 
children  found  with  nits  or  vermin  were  issued  with  a  Form  B 
excluding  them  from  attendance  at  school  for  24  hours  and  giving 
instructions  to  attend  at  the  School  Clinic  for  examination  before 
returning  to  school.  Every  child  excluded  from  school  for  this 
reason  was  re-examined  at  least  once  a  month  by  the  Health 
Visitors  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Certain  of  the  old  offenders  were  still  found  unclean,  but  by 
carrying  out  the  periodic  cleanliness  examinations  early  in  the 
term  the  possibility  of  passing  infection  to  other  children  was 
greatly  reduced  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  total  number  of  cases  of  uncleanliness  occurring  during  the 
year.  Legal  proceedings  under  School  Attendance  Bye-Laws  were 
instituted  in  respect  of  five  cases  of  uncleanliness. 

A  Mobile  Bath  Unit,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Southern 
Region  by  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers  was  stationed  at  Southampton 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Schools  serving  various  areas 
were  visited  at  fortnightly  intervals  and  to  date  770  baths  have  been 
obtained.  The  unit  has  its  own  attendants  and  soap  and  clean 
towels  are  provided. 

The  facilities  for  Remedial  Exercises  for  school  children 
were  extended  during  1942  and  arrangements  made  for  seven 
centres  to  be  established  in  the  Elementary  Schools  where  special 
remedial  exercises  for  the  correction  of  mild  postural  defects  and  flat 
feet  were  given.  The  work  at  these  Centres  was  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Physical  Training  Organiser.  The  more 
serious  conditions  were  dealt  with  as  previously  at  the  Central 
Clinic  by  the  Masseuse  under  the  direction  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Specialist.  Provision  was  also  made  for  the  very  mild  cases  of 
poor  posture  and  flat  feet  found  at  Medical  Inspection.  These 
children  were  notified  to  the  Education  Department  who  arranged 
for  preventive  exercises  to  be  given  in  all  schools  by  the  Physical 
Training  Instructors. 

The  Speech  Clinic  which  was  discontinued  at  the  out-break 
of  war  was  recommenced  in  1942,  Mr.  Tolfree,  Speech  Therapist, 
attending  for  one  session  a  week. 

Medical  examination  of  the  boys  attending  the  Overton 
Camp  School  was  carried  out  in  April  by  an  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer,  the  health  of  the  children  was  again  found  to  be 
generally  good. 

It  was  not  possible  to  arrange  for  Dental  Inspection  at 
Overton  Camp  during  1942  but  I  hope  that  this  will  take  place 
early  in  1943.

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Facilities  existed  throughout  the  year  for  the  provision  of 
meals  for  school  children  and  a  substantial  increase  in  the  total 
number  ot  meals  supplied  has  been  recorded.  Detailed  statistics 
concerning  the  provision  of  meals  together  with  details  of  the 
supply  of  eodliver  oil  and  malt  will  be  found  on  Page  23. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  children  receiving  milk  in  school 
has  been  recorded  and  the  continued  evidence  of  general  good 
health  amongst  the  school  population  is  undoubtedly  affected  by 
the  above  mentioned  forms  of  extra  nourishment. 

The  evacuation  of  children  to  the  reception  areas  continued 
during  the  year  although  on  a  reduced  scale  and  566  medical 
examinations  were  carried  out  in  this  respect.  The  co-operation 
ol  the  Evacuation  Office  in  ensuring  that  all  children  received 
examination  before  departure  was  again  of  the  greatest  assistance. 

Dr.  W.  P.  Cargill,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  com¬ 
menced  duty  on  the  16th  February,  1942,  in  succession  to  Dr. 
W.  Stewart. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Pickering,  School  Dental  Surgeon  resigned  his 
appointment  on  the  11th  August,  1942  to  take  up  duties  under 
the  Countv  Authoritv. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Manning,  Senior  School  Clerk,  School  Medical 
Department,  left  to  join  the  Royal  Air  Force  on  the  15th  October 
1942. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  Health  Visitors 
and  Clerical  Staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service. 

I  recognise  gratefully  the  support  and  encouragement  which 
I  have  received  at  all  times  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  School  Clinic  (Joint)  Sub-Committee,  and  the  courtesy  with 
which  they  have  considered  my  many  suggestions  and  recommen¬ 
dations. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Education  Department, 
the  Teachers,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  the  Southampton  Mental  Welfare  Association,  and 
the  staffs  of  the  \  oluntary  Hospitals  for  their  co-operation  and 
valuable  assistance. 

I  wish  to  express  also  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Medical,  Dental,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff  for 
their  ready,  willing  and  conscientious  work  performed  under  many 
difficulties,  and  involving  since  the  outbreak  of  war  many  duties 
outside  their  normal  appointments.
